Here  is  a  dahlia  that  should  be  in  every  garden, 
It  can  be  grown  for  exhibition  or  for  commercial 
purposes.  Color,  orange  buff  with  a)  great  deal 
of  flesh  ochre.  The  plant  is  a  strong  grower  and 
a  very  prolific  bloomer,  there  being  six  to  eight 
perfect  blooms  on  the  plant  at  all  times.  The 
flowers  measure  six  to  nine  inches,  depth  two  to 
five  inches  and  height  six  feet.
